made for the due care of the sick, wounded 
and needy among those who have served; 
including reasonable pensions, employment 
for such as are capable, soldiers’ homes, med- 
ical care, and equitable provision for depen- 
dent families of enlisted men. 

(d) To constantly inculcate loyalty to 
Canada and the Empire and unstinted service 
in their interests.

(f{) To impress upon its members that 
they are to continue in their services to Can- 
ada as citizens the same spirit of sacrifice and

the Empire as soldiers, and to remain as mem- 
bers of the Association, non-sectarian and 
non-partisan. 

(g) To establish, maintain and operate 
clubs, club-rooms, hospitals, employment and 
information bureaus, industrial and other 
schools and Institutions, libraries and estab- 
lishments for the benefit, promotion and ad- 
vancement generally of the interests of sol- 
diers, and to furnish, stock and equip the 
same in such manner as the Association may 
determine.

The G. W. V. A. has been responsible for 
obtaining more than Two Million Dollars in 
settlement of claims advanced on account of 
widows, orphans, soldiers’ dependanis, and 
Veterans of the Great War. 

It led in the agitation which resulted in the 
M. S. A., and was responsible for the increase 
in Pensions, Separation Allowance, Post Dis- 
charge Pay, War Service Gratuity, Increased 


Clothing Allowance, the extension of Voca- - 


tional Training facilities and improvement in 
the treatment given the comrade returning to 
Canada. 


The problems of returned soldiers and the 
dependents of those who will not come back 


can be adjusted by the G.W.V. A. with greater 
satisfaction than is possible through any other 
organization in the Dominion of Canada.
